Republican congressional dele­ 
gation in at least three and possibly 
all four of the districts and, to the 
surprise of the political leaders, Dem­ 
ocratic*'as well as Republican, the re­ 
turns indicate the possibility that the 
next state legislature will be Demo­ 
cratic. 
The senate will surely have 
a Democratic m ajority. 
The 
house 
complexion is in doubt. 
Returns from 
a1! but forty-eight of the election dis 
tricts of the state showed a plurality 
for Plaisted for governor of 8,500. 
The missing districts are nearly all 
in remote parts of Arostok county and 
in outlying islands along the coast. 
In the Second district, which v a ) 
form erly represented by the late N el­ 
son M. Dingley, father of the Dlngley 
law. Daniel J. M cGillicuddy was elect 
cd congressman by 3,000 over John P. 
Swasey, the present incumbent, and 
Congressman Rd win C. Burleigh, who 
has represented 
the

district 
since ISO!!, was defeated by Samuel 
W . Gould, another 
Democrat, by a 
small margin. 
The result In the First 
and Fourth districts is much in doubt, 
although the indications are that Slier 
iff Hinds. Republican, had won over 
P. Pennell, Democrat, in the former, 
and Congressman Frank E. Ournsey, 
Republican, had been defeated in the 
latter by George M. Hanson, Demo­ 
crat. by a small vote.

generally, the plurality given to Fred ­ 
erick M. Plaisted of Augusta, Demo­ 
crat.

didates. 


Legislature May Be Democratic. 


Ea rly returns also indicated that the 
legislature might be Democratic and 
elect a Democrat as a successor to 
United States Senator Hale.

Governor Harmon, replying to the 
mayor, said in part:

81 so Prosperous 
Makes no Levy this Year 


County S uperintendent of Schools 
J. A. Wilson has just completed his 
annual report to the state d ep a rt­ 
m ent of education. 
From the annual reports of all the 
county superintendents the d ep a rt­ 
ment through its experts decides up- 
>n the future policy of the state in 
educational affairs with reference to 
rural schools. 
From Superintendent Wilson's re­ 
port the Dispatch representative was 
perm itted to cull out some facts of 
general interest to the public.
